SYNOPSIS 


ve date and time, Compton Station Deputies Andrew Toone a 
a. conducting a patrol check of the above location, an area known for 
narcotics and gang problems. During that time, they saw Ee 3 7, walking east 
on the north sidewalk. He looked in the direction of the deputies, immediately grabbed his 


waistband, and began walking faster in an attempt to elude deputies. Believing the subject may be 
concealing a weapon or narcotics they decided to stop Subjec find contact him. 


As Deputy Toone drove closer to Subject Deput; exited the passenger side of the 
marked patrol vehicle and ordered Subject} to stop. The subject turned quickly away from the 
deputies, attempting to take cover behind a parked motor home. As Deputy ins 
after the subject he saw Subject the front of his shirt, revealing the butt of a firearm tucked 
in his waistband. Deputy immediately yelled to Deputy Toone that the subject was 
armed. Subje ontinued to run away from the deputies, westbound, into the middle of 148" 
Street, with Deputy following behind. Atthis time, Deputy Toone could see Subject [Ii 
rounding the west side of the motor home directly in front of him, holding a pistol, with Deputy 
HE 0 owing behind. As Subjectfffcontinued running he turned his upper body towards 
Deputy Toone, raising his firearm directly at the deputy. Fearing for their safety, both deputies fired 
their firearms at the subject, striking him once in the back of the left thigh. The subject attempted 
to continue running from the deputies but he collapsed approximately 10 yards away. As he fell to 
the ground he dropped the firearm, which landed several feet away from where Subject was 


lying. The deputies safely approached the subject and handcuffed him, awaiting the arrival of 
paramedics and assisting deputies.

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IAB INTERVIEW OF INVOLVED EMPLOYEES STATEMENTS 


The following narratives are intended only as a synopsis of the interviews. Additional information 
and precise wording may be obtained by reviewing the audio recorded interviews and verbatim 
transcriptions. 


TOONE, ANDREW, B Deputy Sheriff 


Deputy Toone was interviewed by Internal Affairs Bureau investigators, Sergeant Laura Haynes and 
Sergeant Ben Garcia, at the Internal Affairs Bureau office on July 14, 2008, at 1100 hours. He was 
represented by attorney Derald Brenneman of the Law Offices of Green and Shinee and the interview 
was digitally audio recorded. 


as Toone said he was driving east on 148" Street at Keene Avenue, with Deputy a 


as his partner, when they observed the subject walking east on the north sidewalk. As 
they approached the subject’s location, they saw he appeared to be holding something in his 
waistband with his right hand. Deputy Toone drove the patrol vehicle onto the lawn at the location 
as Dept exited the vehicle as it came to a stop. Deputy EE followed the subject 
telling him to stop. The subject did not stop and continued to flee from the Deputies around a large 
Winnebago parked on the street. As Deput kept a visual on the subject, the subject 
lifted his shirt, allowing Deputy to clearly see a gun tucked in his waistband. 
Immediately upon seeing this, Deputy [EEE erted his partner, Deputy Toone, that the subject 
was in possession of a firearm. Deputy HR ounded the east side of the Winnebago 
following the subject, who was now running westbound on 148" Street. Deputy Toone exited the 
black and white and followed Deputy | Prior to reaching the far east side of the 
Winnebago, Deputy Toone saw the subject running westbound on. 148" street and, realizing his 
partner was running behind, waited for — appear so they could be parallel to one 
another with the subject in their line of sight in front of them. As Subject pontinued running 
and saw Deputy Toone to his right, he raised his firearm, pointing it at Deputy Toone who, fearing 
for his life and Deputy fired his county-issued Beretta at Subject Subject ll 
attempted to continue running but collapsed a few feet away, where he was safely handcuffed, and 
awaited paramedics.

Deputy A 2 he and Deputy Toone were patrolling the area of 148" Street and Keene 
Avenue which is a known narcotics and gang area. They saw Subject O ASN eastbound on 
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the north sidewalk, wearing a distinctive baseball cap with a red “C” on the front, identifying him 
as a possible Campanella Park gang member. 


When Subjec iiiv the Deputies, he immediately grabbed his waistband, quickened his pace and 
attempted to run behind a large motor home parked on the street facing westbound. As Deputy 
Toone drove the radio car onto the lawn, north of the motor home, De uty N already 
out of the passenger side of the patrol vehicle, yelling to subjec fie stop. Subject ignored 
the deputy’s orders and started running eastbound towards the rear of the large motor home. Deputy 
BEE owe and saw Subject lift the front of his shirt, exposing the wooden handle of 
a weapon. Deputy immediately yelled to Deputy Toone, 
He’s gota gun.” Deputy[ continued running after Subject 
on 148 " Street on the south side of the motor home.

Deputy outa now see Deputy Toone emerging from the north side of the motor home 
as Subjecrtifillllran past, raising his weapon toward Deputy Toone. Deputy N he heard 
apop. Thinking Subj ect ias firing at Deputy Toone or himself, he fired what he remembered 
as two times from approximately ten feet away. Subject ell to the ground, grabbing the rear 
portion of his left leg as a gun fell out of his hand, sliding across the street, coming to rest in the 
gutter, Subject began yelling at the deputies, “You shot me mother fuckers.” Deputy Toone 
reported a and when assisting units arrived, Subject Bell was safely handcuffed.
